THIRD WARD CAUCUS. 
The proceedings in the Third ward 
caucus were the most disgraceful ever 
seen in the city and for two hours the 
meeting seemed to be packed with how­ 
ling Dervishes. There were two factions 
in the field, the “ Long H airs” and the 
“ Short H airs,” as they called them ­ 
selves, those who were in favor of Mr. 
J. H. Book for Councilman and those 
who favored F rank Walker, the UnioD 
League men and the Oro Fino Clnb 
members. 
Each side tried to drown the 
other out with noise and both forgot that 
they represented the alleged party of 
“ God, peace 
and m orality.” 
At 7 
o’clock Judge A ustin’s courtroom was 
packed to the outer door with the mem­ 
bers of this party and there not being 
room enough on the floor they stood on 
the tables, chairs and railing which sur­ 
round the dock. The City Council had 
given orders th at no rooms in the City 
Hall should be used for political meetings 
aud the janitor had refused to open the 
doors, but Captain Loomis assumed the 
responsibility and let the rabble in, and 
the consequence will bo that the City 
Council will have to foot the bill for 
damaged furniture. The m eeting was 
culled as near to order as possible by Mr. 
J. H . Book at a quarter to 8 o’clock, and 
nominations for C hairm an were declared 
in order. Forty people shouted “ Hazard' 
and as m any m ore'shouted “ OwenB,1 
and a howl went up on all sides. 
Mr. 
Book threatened to call the police and 
quiet was partially restored. The noise 
broke out afresh and in its m idst, ton 
minutes after he was nom inated Mr. 
Henry Hazard was declared elected, Col. 
Owens having withdrawn from the con­ 
test. Mr. H azard wore out his cane try­ 
ing to keep the tum ult within bounds 
and then declared nominations in order. 
Then commenced a scene which will 
never be forgotton. 
Mr. Hazard m ount­ 
ed the clerk’s desk, waved his cane aloft 
and tried to quell the disturbance. 
Be­ 
neath him , on all sides, in front of him 
on chairs, on the table and on the rail 
stood a room full of people, each one 
with his hand outstretched to'claim the 
attention of the Chairm an, and everyone 
yelling a name at the top of his voice. 
The Secretaries managed in the course 
of about fifteen minutes to catch a few 
names, and finally M r. H azard, after 
shouting “ Order, gentlmen, order!” un­ 
til he was red in the face, gave up in 
despair and declared a recess of five 
minutes, so th at those who had names 
to place before the convention could write 
them on slips of paper and hand them 
in. Balloting commenced at 8 :30 o’clock 
and concluded at 10 o’clock, when 230 
men had deposited their tickets in the 
soap box that had been provided. Chal­ 


lenges were frequent, and one man 
nam ed McGinnis made so much dis­ 
turbance that he was hauled ont of the 
crowd and turned over to th e police. 
The Union League or Book ticket carried 
the m eeting by a large majority.

Back of the Crystal Palace saloon, which 
is next to the Oxford H otel, on Main 
street, is a small room used for card 
playing. 
Three men, one of them a 
man by the nam e of Hughes, another 
Robinson, and the third, the individual 
who

the 
shooting were engaged in a game of stud­ 
horse poker, an entertaining form of 
am usem ent supposed to have been en­ 
tirely stopped in this commnnity—sup­ 
posed, that is, by people who know 
nothing about such m atters. 
The only consistent story is th a t told 
by the m an Hughes. 
He is a m an well 
known in the sporting fraternity, living, 
it is said, at Santa Monica. 
He was 
seen by a H e r a l d reporter a little after 
midnight. 
“I m et F rank Robineon,” said h e, 
“early in the evening in front of Pear­ 
son’s saloon, on Spring street. 
H e sug­ 
gested that we should stroll down the * 
street and said th at we would probably 
come onto a poker game somewhere. At 
the Palace ealoon we met this m an who 
did the shooting. 
I don’t know hia 
nam e. 
He asked Frank to play, but he 
said he did not care to. I said th at I 
was looking for a game, so we went into 
the back room and began playing stud­ 
horse poker. 
‘ 
“ Frank sat on one side and watched 
us. The play continued for over two 
hours. 
I had won about $140, and it lay 
in front of me on the table. 
Suddenly 
the m an sprung up and ran out into 
the barroom . 
He demanded a fresh 
pack cf cards and then ran back into the 
room. 
As ho came between the curtains 
he whipped out a revolver and leveled it 
right at Frank, saying, ‘D—n you, you 
little thief, you know all ab o n tth is!’ I 
saw that he was going to shoot and I 
dodged under his arm and ran out. 
1 
suppose that the man thought th a t we 
were cheating him , and perhaps Frank, 
who is a professional, had steered him 
up against bad luck before. 
I don’t 
know who the man is. 
W hen I got back 
in the room the money was gone. 
I sup­ 
pose he grabbed it up as he ran ont.” 
From the stories told by various other 
people it is evident that Robinson de­ 
fended himself as best he conld. He 
drew his own revolver and upwards of 
ten shots were exchanged. 
Of the fifty 
people who heard the reports, no one 
was absolutely certain as to the number. 
The walls of the little rocm are punctured 
in several places. 
Several officers were on hand almost 
before the shooting had ceased and the 
wounded 
m an 
was 
caught in the 
arm s 
of 
a 
Deputy 
Constable 
as 
ho 
staggered 
out 
into 
the bar­ 
room. 
The 
man 
Hughes 
and 
tho barkeeper were immediately placed 
under arrest, but 
the 
assaesin had 
escaped, and up to a late hour this morn­ 
ing had not been apprehended. The 
wounded man was carried upstairs and 
medical aid summoned. The only bullet 
which struck him entered his thigh and 
penetrated into his abdomen. 
Death is 
almost certain to ensue. 
As the room is 
only six or teven feet square, the only 
wonder is th at some of the flying bullets 
did not find their way into his body. 
Robinson has been living at the Carle- 
ton House. 
H e was originally from 
Philadelphia. 
He has made his living 
by “ sure-shot schem es” of various sorts 
and his death if it should occur will be 
the direct outcome of bis nefarious mode 
of earning a living. 
L a t e r—The wounded man died at 2 
o'clock this morning. Coroner Meredith 
was notified and the inquest will be held 
to-day.

Visit to the Hendrick 
Establishment. 


HOW 
ICE 
IS 
MANUFACTURED. 


Oreen (¿rapes T hat Have Been a 
Month 
Off 
the 
Vines. 
E astern B ntter. 


About the 1st of last July the H endrick 
C old 
Storage 
Company 
commenced 
operations in tb is city in a large estab­ 
lishm ent on Seventh street and the 
lite r. 
U nderstanding that everything 
vas now in foil working order a H e r a l d 
man yesterday visited the place in ques 
lion and on announcing his mission was 
confided to the care of Mr. Keller, one of 
the officials in charge. The investigation 
waa an interesting one. The scribe was 
first conducted to the large rooms which 
ore situated on both sides of wide passages 
constructed at right angles throughout 
the building. 
As the door of the first 
cham ber was opened a chilly air wave 
came out, and on stepping into the room 
the feeling was similar to that experi­ 
enced in frosty regions when leaving the 
fireside for the cold world without. 
A 
glance at a thermometer attached to one 
of the poets showed that the mercury- 
stood at 35 degrees, this cold being in­ 
duced by the circulation of icy brine 
through six layers of pipes paseing all 
round the room. The departm ent in which 
the scribe was standing was devoted to 
the storage of m eat, some of which had 
been there two weeks, and yet looked 
and sm elt as fresh as the day when it left 
the elanghter-bouse. 
The room was 
illum inated by incandescent lights, and 
everything about it looked clean and 
•ea t. 
The next apartm ent visited contained 
b u tte r; then came one filled with cheese; 
a cham ber filled with fruit, including 
green grapes th a t had been picked a 
m onth and tasted and looked as sweet as 
if 
they 
were 
still 
on 
the vine; 
and 
so 
on, 
until 
the 
scribe 
had 
seen 
the 
twenty-one 
rooms 
w hich the company has fitted up. The 
storage rooms range fron 26x30 feet to 
50x60 feet, and are rendered air tight by 
packings of sawdust between the thick 
fram e walls. 
Mr. Keller said that the 
concern is doing a big business, which 
was increasing daily as the residents be­ 
came acquainted with 
its 
workings. 
H am s in brine are shipped in by the 
thousand from the East, and are kept in 
the cold-storage rooms until wanted, 
when they are smoked and prepared and 
sent out in th e same condition that they 
would be in if they had just come 
out of one of Phil Armour’s packing-' 
houses. 
A good many of the prominent 
merchants of th e city have taken ad van­ 
tage of the establishm ent 
and have 
rented sections in which they keep their 
perishable provisions until they are re­ 
quired. 
By this means Los Angeles is 
enabled to have a continual m arket sup­ 
ply of fresh Eastern butter and other 
provisions, an d m onths after the last 
grapes has disappeared from the vines, 
the m erchants can call on their cold stor­ 
age stores and furnish the fruit at reason­ 
able figures, for the charges of the Hen­ 
drick establishm ent ib not very high. 


H O W IC E IS M A D E . 
After all of the rooms, including a few 
additional ones now in course of con­ 
struction had been visited, the reporter 
was escorted to the m achine rooms and 
ice making works in the 
basement, 
which are in charge of Mr. C. E . Rich­ 
ards. A num ber of dials, known as telo- 
m eters, first attracted attention and 
■how the tem perature in the rooms, 
which is taken every three hours and is 
kept between 35 and 45 degrees. As some 
people do not know how artificial ice is 
manufactured, a few words of explana­ 
tion may prove interesting. A quantity 
of aqua ammonia is put in a retort and 
heated. A gas is thus driven off, and 
this passes into a condenser, and from 
there to a cooler, consisting of a iarge vat 
containing coiled pipe, in which brine is 
kept circulating by meanB of an engine. 
H ere it expands and this freezes the 
brine, which passes into a large section 
containing 2,000 cans filled with water 
and this water is gradually frozen. The 
process takes about four days, and at the 
end of that tim e each can contains 170 
pounds of ice which is then ready for 
consumption. 
This same brine is what 
passes through the cold storage room 
and keeps them at their low tempera­ 
ture. The w ater used for the ice is ob­ 
tained from a well one hundred feet 
deep and is boiled and filtered before it 
is placed in the cans so as to ensure that 
the ice will be perfectly pure. 
An idea 
of the manner in which it is appreciated 
may be obtained from the fact that the 
company makes about twenty tons of ice 
a day, most of which goes to m eet the 
city’s consumption of that article, as 
very little is needed about the building. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE.

The regular semi-moDthly meeting of 
th e C ham ber of Commerce took place 
yesterday afternoon at the Board ot 
Trade rooms.

After the reading of the minutes the 
report of the Comm ittee on Immigration 
which was m ade at the last regular m eet­ 
ing and ordered to be a special order 
the next tim e the Cham ber came to­ 
gether was taken up. 
The Secretary 
read the report which advocated the 
advertising excursion tiain to go through 
the East next winter. 
The chairman suggested th at the en­ 
terprise was of a nature to dem and im ­ 
mediate and careful attention and before 
action was taken there should be a 
thorough discussion of the question. 
It was moved and seconded that the 
report as read be adopted and its recom­ 
mendations be carried out. 
Mr. D. G ilbert Dexter said that it has 
been evident to all people during this 
dnll season that the waste land through­ 
out this district should be cultivated and 
th a t the work which this Committee has 
in hand looks to th at eDd. 
If the fact 
conld only be placed before the people 
of the E ast that this was a region where 
• livelihood could be obtained more 
easily than elsewhere. They could be in­ 
duced to come here in large numbers and 
develope the farm ing possibilities of the 
eoontry. 
He said th at while he did not 
want to question the value of newspapers 
and other forms of publication, he be­ 
lieved that an exhibit of actual products 
would be more effective than any other 
species of advertising. 
The money, he 
thought, could easily be raised for such

By a vote of the Cham ber on the re­ 
quest of the Committee on Lands and 
Irrigation, Henry T. Hazard was asked 
to serve as a member of the committee. 
The report of the committee was received 
and filed. 
An am endment to the constitution was 
proposed reducing the number of mem- 
bets necessary to transact business. Col. 
H. G. Otis moved that a committee of 
three be appointed to revise the constitu­ 
tion, to whom all am endments should be 
referred until the 1st of January. The 
motion was carried. 
The following resolution was offered by 
Dr. W idney; “ W hereas the collecting 
of city as well as State and county taxes 
w ithin a period of two m onths of each 
other causes a stringency in the money 
market by withdrawing large sums of 
money, and thus checks the natural 
course of business and trade, therefore

be advisable to change the time of col­ 
lection of city taxes to January of each 
year instead of October. 
A communication from the Philhar­ 
monic Society calling the attention of 
the Cham ber to the value of musical 
culture to the community and asking 
their support in the work of the society 
by attendance to the concerts, was read 
and placed on file and the invitation ac­ 
cepted. 
A communication from Dr. Bryant 
concerniDg the m atter of absence and 
tardiness at the meetings of tlieC ham bsr 
was referred to the committee on the 
revision of the constitution. 
Ab mem­ 
bers of this latter committee the Chair 
appointed H . G. OtiB, 
R. Fitzgerald 
and J. C. Flournoy. 
Mr. Duncan asked permission to call 
the attention of the Cham ber to a very

possible time, viz.: The re-arrangement 
of this customs district and the establish­ 
m ent of a bonded warehouse at San 
Pedro.

SORB THROAT. 
Inflam m atory action of any kiud in th e cose 
speedily extends it-elf to th e throat. From 
-he th ru st each b rtaih w e draw carries the 
irritation onw ard and downward through the 
bronchial lubes; as these are involved th e sup­ 
ply of air to th e lungs becom es gradually d i­ 
m inished, tubérculos m ay form and bronchitii 
end in consum ption. 
r‘8ore th ro at” is the 
popular term used in speaking of th ro at dig 
eases, differing widely from each other in 
their nature an d treatm ent. 
The throat com prises th e whole space from 
the posterior nares dow n to th e entrance into 
the w indpipe and gullet. The several parte 
liable to disease are th e m ucous m em brane 
lining the throat, th e m ucous fo líeles or little 
glands, w hich In health, secrete th e lubricat­ 
ing m ucous, th e uvula or pedulus part which 
hangs down from th e cu rtain of th e palate and 
the tonsils. 
ACUTE OR SIMPLE BORE THROAT. 
The most s im p le form of th ro at disease is 
in f la m m a io n 01 th e m ucouB m em brane, re ­ 
sulting from recent cold. 
It is m ost prevalent 
In cold or dam p w eather. The sym ptom s arc 
a roughness in the throat, w ith n s ig h t pain 
and sw elling. Tne th ro at looks red and angry 
and the tongue is slightly coated w ith white 
fur. W ithin a few days sm all w hitish spots, 
which look like ulcers, form on th e back of the 
throat and about the root of th e tongue. If the 
attack be m ild, there aphthous points disap­ 
pear at th e end of th re j or four days, but when 
m ore severe they leave behind them superficial 
ulcers. W hen th e scute inflam m ation is not 
en tirely rem oved it Is likely to degoneate into 
a chronic form, and gradually develop what Is 
called g ran u lar disease, or it m ay end in an 
abscess of the tonsil glands, or cause chronic 
enlargem ent of th e touBils and elongation of 
the nvnla. 
CHRONIC 80RE THROAT. 
This like n ear’y all affections of the th ro it 
and no>p, usually begins w ith a severe cold, 
snd is alm ost always attended w ith a hoarse­ 
ness. I t is m ore frequently a m ere extension 
of catarrh or sore th ro at than an original dis­ 
ease. th e irritatio n escaping down and fixing 
Itself upon th e delicate organism of this part, 
and thence gradually Journeying onw ard to 
th e lungs. W hen it occurs as a conceqi «ace of 
catarrh or sore throat, th e sym ptom s are com- 
parat.vely m ild. T here m ay be pain but it is 
m ore com m on to Aud only a sense of tickling 
w hich provokes cough. M any com plain of a 
scm atlon as of “som ething sticking th ere,” to 
get rid of which they keep up a rasping effm t 
to clear th e w indpipe. The voice is always 
m ore or less affected, bclr.g rough ln th e e a rly 
■tace, b u t m ore feeble after th e disease is fully 
established. Theie is often a slig h t teudem ess 
over th at prom inence of th e neck know n as the 
“ Apple of Adam ” (Pom nm Adam ), a heat and 
a sense of tightness a;.d frequently some slight 
difficulty in swallowing. 
The causes w hich produoe this form of d is­ 
ease are various. It arlrcs in clergym en and 
public speakers and others from too violeut 
use of the voice. The vocal cords become ex ­ 
hausted and lose th eir tone from straining aud 
overuse. D ust and all irritatin g m atters in the 
air are liable to be draw n into th 1 windpipe 
and produce irritatio n . It is m ore often a 
m ere sequel to sore throat, th e inflam m ation 
extending down to th e larnyx by reason of the 
continuity of m ucous m em brane. 
But from 
w hatever cause it arises it is 
always a serious m alady. The chronic form 
threatens the com plete destructicn 
of 
the 
voice, and rarely ends nu tll It h as involved 
the lungs in disease. Every slig h t cold, every 
change in th e w eather, every n ig h t of dust, 
feeds th e irritatio n an d Increases th e inveter- 
_ 
of its hold. 
n th e o ther h and chronic laryngitis fre­ 
quently occurs as a sequel of consum ption, 
and is produced, or a t least very m uch aggra­ 
vated, by th e Irritation of th e expectorated 
m atter. O ccurring as a consequence of tu b er­ 
cles, it Is one of the most distiessing com plica­ 
tions and adds greatly to th e p atien t’s dlstren*. 
In this form there Is m ore or ieas ulceration of 
th e vocal chords, beginning on the lower side 
and gradually extending upw ard. These ulcers 
often penetrate through the m ucous and cellu­ 
lar m em branes, involving th e m uscular tissue 
and not infrequently attack th e ligam ents aD d 
cartilages them selves. 
W hen th e laryngeal disease is secondary to 
th at of th e lungs, an d dependent npon It. we 
can only hope to effect a cure by those m eans 
w hich w ill rem ove its cause, an d these we 
have considered, and sh all m ore fnlly consider, 
u n d er th e head of “C onsum ption.” 
In addition 
to 
inflam m ation, 
acate or 
chronic, the larynx is liable to abscesses, to 
w arty grow ths an d to 
polipi. 
U nder the 
action of long continued Irritatio n th e vocal 
corda becom e thickened, rendering th e voice 
h usky an d in d istin ct. 
A nd again, we m ay 
have com pleto loss oí voice from r*u«y of the 
cords, constituting an affection know n to th e 
Ty8icians by th e term of ‘ A phonia.” Unlesa 
e rem edies are applied to th e seat of the 
disease it is useleB» to try to effect a cure. It is 
for th is reason th at judicions in h ala-Ions are 
successful when all other m eans have been 
tried w ithout avail. 
TONSILITIS 
Is an acute inflam m ation 01 th e tonsils, 
which cousists of a collection o r m ass of sm all 
m ucous follicles or glauds whose office is to 
secrete a portion of th e fluid w hich keeps tho 
th ro at m oist. There are persons who suffer 
every w iuter, 
som etim es oftener, w ith an 
attack of acute inflam m ation of these glands. 
The trouble begins w ith a slig h t B oreness aud 
sw elling, w hich gradually increases un til the 
act of sw allow ing 1b attended w ith great suffer 
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th e disease. In th e throats of m any young

or reading aloud, w ith a frequent effort to clear 
th e w indpipe, by w hioh a th ick , sticky. Mulsh- 
colored m ucous Is forced off w ith considerable 
difficulty. The transition from a sim ple to a 
Ganular sore th ro at is very easy. The patient 
com es conscious of vexations tltlU atlon, pro­ 
ducing a de ire to clear the th ro at several tim es 
d u ring the course of th e day. He may not no­ 
tice tnla him self, but it is. nevertheless, ob 
served by his friends. Some m onths later this 
disposition is found to have increased, an d to 
be attended w ith an occasional desire tr> sw al­ 
low, th e p atien t—to use bis ow n words—feeling 
som ething sticking in his throat.

In B ritish C e lu m b la . 
Archie Freeman 
and 
his brother 
Charlie, sons of D. Freeman, cf the Cen­ 
tinela Rancho, have just returned from a 
two months’ hunting expedition after big 
game in British Columbia. They were 
very successful, and 
brought back a 
large box filled with some very fine heads 
of deer, elk, etc. The finest pair of an t­ 
lers in the collection was only obtained 
after a fierce fight, in which the younger 
boy, Charlie, had a narrow escape from 
being killed. On the last day of October 
he bad gone up alone to Shawnegan 
Lake after deer. 
He took a boat out, 
Hilled across the lake, and then went 
nland about three miles, when he caught 
sight of an enormous buck, and a t the 
first shot brought him down. The shot 
as a long one, and by the time he came 
to where the deer was lying he was ap­ 
parently in the throes of death. Putting 
ais rifle againBt a tree a few yards away 
the boy drew his hunting knife and ap­ 
proached to bleed his game. 
He noticed 
he approached the deer th at he had 
shot him through the body six or 
eight inches further back than where 
he had aimed to hit him . Ju staeh e w as 
about to put his hand upon the horns the 
deer bounded up and came at him with a 
fierce thrust. 
His onset was so sudden 
and unexpected that he nearly succeeded 
in knocking the boy down, and had he 
done so would undoubtedly have killed 
him . But, as he charged, the young 
sportsman warded off his thrust w ith his 
left band. 
In doing this the deer forced 
one of the prongs of bis antlers through 
the boy’s hand just at the base of the 
thum b. 
The young hunter knowing tbat 
the only chance for bis life was to keep 
the deer from goring him , held on to the 
horn on which his hand was im paled, 
and with his hunting knife in his right 
hand endeavored to cut the deer’s throat. 
For a few minutes the fight was doubtful, 
but the buck at length succumbed after 
repeated stabs, and the deer and the boy 
sank down upon the earth, one dead 
and the other not much better off. The 
deer’s horn had lacerated the hand in a 
dreadful m anner. The main artery had 
been severed and the blood was flowing 
in streams. The boy wrapped up his 
hand as well as he could with his hand­ 
kerchief, and, taking his rifle, started on 
his long and weary march nome. 
He 
looked back upon his dead foe, and see­ 
ing th a t his antlers were finer than any 
he bad yet obtained, he determ ined to 
try and carry them home as a trophy of 
hiB terrible fight. Accordingly, he cut 
off the deer’s head and started again. 
Weak as he was from loss of blood, he 
made but slow progress. W hen he ar­ 
rived at his boat his real trouble began. 
He could only use one band in rowing, 
and it was only after two hours’ hard 
work that he reached the opposite shore. 
He w ent to the nearest railway station 
and took the train for Victoria, where he 
had his wound dressed. 
He was in bed 
for a dry or two, and it was three weeks 
before the doctor who attended him 
wonld allow him to start for home. The 
knowledge of his mishap was carefully 
concealed from his father, who wondered 
why the boy did not return, and was 
very m uch astonished when he m et his 
son at the station on Monday to see him 
with his arm in a sling. However, the 
wounded hand is nearly healed, bnt 
Charlie will always have an ugly scar 
and a pair of antlers to rem ind him of 
his terrible fight for life on a mountain 
side in British Columbia.

T h e Opening: For th e Farm er 
Southern C a lifo rn ia . 
One of the peculiar things about the 
life of a farmer in Southern California is 
that, while he really only works about 
one-third of the time that his brother in 
the East devotes to horticultural or agri­ 
cultural pursuits, the results are infin­ 
itely more attractive both from a pecu­ 
niary 
and 
esthetic 
standpoint. 
In 
Western Pennsylvania or Western New 
York, a farmer and his whole family ap­ 
ply themselveB to the labor of the field. 
In the CEE6 of the daughters this simply 
means that they tend and milk the 
cows, care for the chickens, and so on. 
The boys plow and work. 
On the 
proposition that a man ' has a huudred- 
acre farm, the whole family put in a 
year in strenuous labor. 
When the 
Texas Pacific Railway was making its 
surveys in Southern California sixteen 
years ago, one of the parties in the field 
was headed by Mr. Reno. 
This gentle­ 
man told the writer that bia father 
owned a good farm in Beaver county, as 
farms in Pennsylvania ranged, about 
thirty-four miles below Pittsburgh—one 
of the greatest manufacturing centers in 
the United States. 
All the boys were 
employed 
in 
working 
about 
the 
farm, and 
they 
could 
just 
make 
ends meet. 
In 
Pennsylvania then 
as row eleven bushels of wheat to 
the acre was a b:g yield. Of course, the 
farming was diversified, because there 
would be starvation in raising wheat 
simply. But on the idea, for argument, 
that the whole farm was planted in wheat, 
all that this industrious family could 
hope for would be a return of eleven 
hundred bushels of wheat for a year’s 
assiduous labor. 
In addition, unlike 
California, they would have to provide 
barns, the cattle needing both he&t and 
food. In Los Angeles county, California, 
on the other hand, one hundred acres 
cropped to wheat would yield from thirty 
to fifty bushels to the acre. The mere 
plowing 
and 
sowing 
would 
be 
all 
that 
would 
be required. 
As 
to the horses and mules employed 
in the agricultural operations, they 
would need absolutely no 
provision 
against the weather; and all that would 
be required when their work was over, 
would be to turn them out to crop the 
lush grasses of the mesas. In view of 
the unlimited roorbacks from the East­ 
ern press about the high price of lands 
in Southern California, it will amuse 
those who know the facts to recall the 
almost innumerable instances of people 
who have paid for lands by a single crop 
in this State. In this line Santa Cruz 
county furnished a parallel that would 
be 
without 
precedent 
in 
any 
other 
region 
than 
California. 
In 
1868, when wheat reached a phenomenal 
figure, two energetic and industrious men. 
whq were worthy to belong to the old con­ 
quistadores OR thó typó cf energy and 
pluck, bought a lot of gang plows and 
turned up eleven thouseud acres of land 
that was supposed to be absolutely worth­ 
less. This they sowed with wheat, and, 
as the result of their venture, they net­ 
ted $250,000, paying for the land and 
ranging themselves in the noble and self- 
sacrificing list of capitalists at one and 
t ie same time. 
At the same time that there has been so 
much talk about the high priced lands 
of Southern Caiifornia, there have beon 
several 
official 
test 
figures 
as to 
the superb Sun Joaquin »*ncho, in the 
Southern portion OÍ Los Angeles county 
The highest figure in any of tlie legal 
sales of this rancho have been under 
fifteen dollars an acre, 
And yet the 
probability is extreme that a man could 
take his gang plows on this property and 
make thirty dollars an acre in either 
wheat or barley. 
In this note of what can be done in Los 
Argeles county and in Southern Califor­ 
nia we have taken simply the future 
which is ahead for the farmer. We have 
taken no account of the market gardener, 
the viniculturist or the horticulturist. We 
have left the dairy man out, and a dairy­ 
man here has fiom six to eight crops of 
clover yearly against the one crop, with 
a slight aftermath, of the farmer in 
Orange county, New York, or Bourbon 
county, Kentucky. Above all things we 
have taken no account of the phenomenal 
pecuniary returns which gladden the ad­ 
venturous man who devote# bis attention 
to the semi-tropical fruits. 


S trik in g Army Suggestion*. 
General Schofield, in a well-considered 
paper in the Century Magazine, makes 
important suggestions upon the reorgan­ 
ization of the *rmy of the United States 
on a plan that would make it immedi­ 
ately effective, in case of war, in the 
creation of a large and power iui military 
force. He says that the enlisted soldiers 
at present are composed of very inferior 
material, both as regards intelligence and 
reliability. Each man costs the govern­ 
ment about $1200 per annum for his sup- 
4>ort and pay. That amount is equiva­ 
lent to the cost of maintaining a cadet in 
the Military Academy at West Point. 
The value to the country, however, of a 
graduated cadet is not to be com­ 
pared with 
the 
value 
of a 
com­ 
mon soldier, 
who 
possesses 
about 
the 
same 
effectiveness 
after 
the 
first year of his enlistment, as he does 
after a service of seven years. 
It is the 
same routine of drill, day after day, with 
no other instruction to widen or enlarge 
his faculties, even if they were capable of 
improvement. Their habits are generally 
bad before they enlist, and as they be­ 
come seated, they are no better after he 
has 
gone 
through 
a 
long 
term 
of 
service. 
The 
General 
sub­ 
mits that the money spent on him might 
be much more advantageously expended 
on the youth of the country by affording 
them a military training equal to that 
received at West Point. He therefore 
suggested that the military posts where 
troops are stationed should be turned into 
military schools. Instead of enlisting 
the 
common 
soldiers 
from 
the 
dregs of the people, we ought to encour­ 
age our young men to enter the service. 
Whilst they would be equal to all the 
effective duty now exacted from the rank 
and file they would have the opportunity 
te perfect their education in all the mili­ 
tary branches. The army would then 
become a service of honor and of prom­ 
ise, which would invite our best youth to 
enter it. At the end of & three or 
four 
years’ 
term 
they 
would be 
equipped 
with 
the 
practical 
and theoretical knowledge to take com­ 
mand. 
Their pay would be such that 
with prudence and economy they would 
have saved up a nice capital at the end 
of their term to go into civil business 
with, if the military service offered 
no opening to them. 
But the country 
would 
gain 
an advantage of incom­ 
putable value in having young men 
scattered 
throughout 
the 
Union 
who had acquired a knowledge of the 
military art that would enable them in 
the event of war to at cnce organize and 
officer a large and efficient army. It was 
the graduates of West Point who enabled 
the Government to organize and place 
in the field raw troops at the beginning 
of the civil war, and to drill them 
into efficiency long before they could 
have been made effective if we had not 
had this leaven of military knowledge. 
Yet so small was this leaven compared 
with the sudden requirements of the 
exigency that a great deal of valuable 
time was 
lost 
before 
our 
troops 
bécáméf sufficiently * drilled to ~ make 
them 
effective. 
But 
if 
we 
had 
from thirty to forty thousand youDg 
men ready to enter the service at an 
emergency and to take charge of the raw 
volunteers and drill and discipline them, 
it would take but very little time to place 
an effective army of almost unlimited 
strength in the field. 
Two very impoitant objects would be 
reached by the plan proposed by General 
Schofield—one would be to exalt the 
army into a service that would be sought 
for by young men as a place of honor, 
the 
other, 
to 
enable the country 
to place an army of any strength 
required in the field and ready for active 
and efficient service in a space of time 
that would insure us against the damag­ 
ing delay we might be subjected to under 
our present system. The General’s sug­ 
gestions are wise and practical, and 
doubtless the result of deep study as well 
as of great experience, and should arrest 
the serious attention of the country.

T w o L.c«*ona of th e E le ctio n . 
Among the most significant things in 
the recent Presidential election is the 
vote of the manufacturing districts. The 
election is supposed to have turned on 
the tariff agitation. The point made by 
the Republican party was a false one, 
that the changes proposed in the schedule 
by the Mills bill would unfavorably affect 
the manufacturers and thus eventually 
reduce wages. That this point was false 
is well established by the vijw taken of it 
by those best informed and most deeply in­ 
terested. In New Jersey, Connecticut and 
Rhode Island, all most intimately inter­ 
ested in the effect the tariff has on man­ 
ufactures, the people by their votes seem 
to approve of the Democratic position. 
But in the country districts of New York 
and in the West, the farmers and others 
pot SQ intimately interested in the matter 
seem to disapprove of it. The reason for 
this is plain. The manufacturing popu­ 
lation lives in 
towns. 
Among 
its 
members 
there 
is 
done 
a great 
deal 
of 
reading 
of 
the 
public 
prints, and a great deal of discussion on 
all public matters goes on. In the coun­ 
try, the farmer doeB little reading and 
less talking. 
The farmer changes hie 
views slowly, the artisan and factory 
hand change theirs more quickly. But 
the farmer finds out his error and re­ 
forms his opinions in time. 
There is 
another fact about this discussion which 
while it seems at first sight anoma­ 
lous, on second thought Beems natural 
enough. In the Republican party many 
of the .most intelligent and thoughtful 
men at once gave in their adherence to 
Mr. Cleveland's views and became ad­ 
vocates ot the doctrine of reducing taxa­ 
tion to the requirements of the govern­ 
mental expenses. In this category were 
college 
professors, statisticans, news­ 
paper editors and others of high in­ 
tellectual status. 
They are people 
not directly interested in the tariff 
but then they are well informed or 
economic subjects. They arfe in a con­ 
dition of mind to judge of the truth of 


meats. They are men whose opinions 
are fruitful and prevail in the long run. 
The backwoods farmer who does not de­ 


rive views, neither does he propagate 
them. The journalist, teacher or phil­ 
osopher who

He is all the time influencing the 
thought of the world. Even to the far­ 
away and lonely farmer up in the remote 
country districts of St. Law.ence county, 
New York, his thoughts will slowly pene­ 
trate, and they will at last gain lodgment 
in the slow aud stubborn mental soil of 
his cranium and bear fruit.

THE BEEF TRUST INVESTIGATION 


Knights of Labor Assembly—Baseball 
Convention—W oman’s .Suffrage 
Society, Etc.

S t . L o u is , November 21.—The Senate 
Committee investigating the cattle ques­ 
tion resumed work this morning. The 
tirBt witnosa was J. L. Bush, a cattleman 
of Colorado City, Tex. He related the 
decadence of prices on cattle and attri­ 
buted it principally to overproduction. 
He had heard of a combination of the 
dressed beef interests in Chicago, but 
did not have personal knowledge of its 
existence. 
Witness had no personal 
knowledge of discrimination by the 
railroads. 
The next witness was J. M. Osborne, 
Division Freight Agent *of the Wabash 
railway. Witness said he bad been in 
the freight business forty-two years. He 
owns a farm in Nebraska and raises 
cattle. His evidence was substantially 
as follows: There are fourteen classifi­ 
cations in cattle; thirteen of these are 
sold by weight, while milch cows are 
sold by the head. Chicago was undoubt­ 
edly the largest cattle market in the 
country, and shipment from Chicago and 
interior Illinois were very large. Illinois 
farmers buy Seattle, but production there 
has largely decreased. 
Osborne then explained how a consoli­ 
dation of commodities at any point re­ 
duces prices, lie did not know personally 
of the existence of a combine in Chicago 
with the purpose of reducing prices to the 
producer. There was an element in the 
railroad tariffs now which had never 
existed prior to the paseaga of the Inter­ 
State Commerce law ; that was printed 
rates so that the shipper knew just what 
he had to pay. 
One-sixth of the cattle 
shipped from Illinois to Chicago averaged 
1.200 to 1,500 pounds. Catllo rose one 
dollar per hundred in May last, but have 
depreciated five dollars since October. 
Senator Vest—What caused the rite in 
price in May ? 
Witness—I think it was the appoint­ 
ment of this committee; I may be hung 
by some of the cattlemen for saying this, 
but I am not here in the interest of the 
cattlemen. 
I never saw, and I think no 
cattlemen ever saw a rise in the price of 
cattle in the summer before. 
Senator Vest—Is not the concentration 
of the market at Chicago an injury to the 
cattle-raisers? 
Witness—1 think so, but others are of 
the opinion that it is advantageous, be­ 
cause they take all the light cattle and 
use them for canning purposes. 
Senator Vest—Is it not a fact that St. 
Louis, as a cattle market, has largely 
decreased ? 
Witness—It has not increased. 
Vest—But Chicago has gone ahead? 
Witness—Yes. 
Senator Vest—When did this great 
difference between the two cities begin? 
Witness—The maximum was reached 
here in 1881 when the receipts were 
503,082 head. The Chicago receipts that 
year were 1,498,550J 
St. Louis dropped 
in 1880 to 377,550, and the Chicago re­ 
ceipts in tharyear were 1,963,900. 
Senator Vest—To what cause do you 
attribute this; was there a combination 
called “ Eveners” in 1883 that divided 
the cattle business? 
Witness—Yes, sir, there was such a 
combination, and there was a rumor to 
the effect that the combination took busi­ 
ness from St. Louis and put it in Chicago. 
I know no other transportation reason 
for change in the market from St. Louis 
to Chicago. 
S;nator Vest—Did not the “E venera” 
get $15 per car? 
Wiiness—There was a rumcr to that 
effect. 
Vest—Was the Wabash asked to pay 
its share to the combination ? 
Witness—Yes, such a demand was 
made in ’85, but the Wabash refused to 
do so. 
Senator Cullom—What roads were in 
this combination? 
Witness—The New York Central, Erie, 
Pennsylvania and connections. From 
the beginning of this combination Chi­ 
cago commenced going 
ahead at a 
phenomenal rate ana St. Louis fell back. 
The combination was for the benefit of 
Chicago, and the rebate did not apply 
to St. Louis or any other place. 
J. C. Beatty, of El Paso, Tex., was 
next called. 
He stated that he was a raiser, buyer 
and seller of cattle. He was in the same 
business in California before going to 
Texas. The firm with which ho was 
connected put up a $75,000 refrigerator 
which enabled them to have fresh meat 
four or five days old. This was entiraly 
new there. The railroad agent informed 
them bis obligations to Mr. Armour were 
such that he could not get cars for them 
to 
ship 
cattle 
out to 
the 
Pa­ 
cific 
Coast. 
The result 
was 
that 
the 
refrigerator 
had to 
be 
shut 
down. Then Mr. Armour began putting 
beef in refrigerator cars. He broke the 
market from 3% to 1/i cents, and the 
cattle raisers near El Paso were com­ 
pelled to 6hip to Kansas City at a loss. 
Htfl farm now shipped beef to the City of 
Mexico, which was a better market the 
year around than any in thiB country. 
Senator Cullom—Then you were driven 
out of the United States? 
Witness—It looks that way. [Witness 
said he referred to the Southern Pacific 
and Santa Fe roads. J 
Senator Plumb—Did you make com­ 
plaint to the Interstate Commission? 
Witness—I think not, but when Ar­ 
mour broke our market down, the Presi­ 
dent of the refrigerator company, E. A. 
Newman, made an application for cars. 
Brewster Cameron testified that he was 
raising cattle on the open range in Ari­ 
zona. He considered that Chicago con- 
troled the markets of the country. When 
cattle went into the Chicago market, 
drovers had the privilege of looking 
through a hole in the fence at them, but 
had not a free chance to buy. Many 
cattle raisers were on the verge of bank­ 
ruptcy. 
A large number o f producers 
could have got out, but they held on in 
the vain hope that the Chicago combine 
would not continue to control prices. 
C. C. Slaughter of Dallas, Texas, a 
stock-raiser and banker, was of the opin­ 
ion that there was a powerful com line at 
Chicago.

J H E K NIGHTS OF JLABOB. 


P o w d o rlr to be In v e stig a te d —B a r ­ 
ry ’* S c a lh la f R em ark*. 
I n dianapolis, November 21.—It was 
decided by the General Assembly to-day 
to appoint a committee to investigate and 
report on the charges against Powderly 
and other general officers. The report 
61 the Committee on Law, and action 
thereon, occupied the remainder of the 


forenoon session. It contained nothing 
of importance. 
Mrs. I. M. Barry introduced a resolu­ 
tion to place the General Assembly on 
record as being in favor of compulsory 
education and looking to the adoption of 
measures for agitation on the question. 
She further desired a decision by the 
local assemblies, which should be re­ 
duced to printing on blanks, to be used 
by the Legislative Committee in attempt­ 
ing to bring about the desired end. 
T. B. Barry is still in the city. He 
will begin 
active operations on the 
stump for liis new order with a lecture 
in this city Saturday night, and will fal­ 
low it up by an address in Cincinnati 
Saturday night. To an Associated Press 
correspondent, concerning 
tho latest 
ction of tho Convention, he said : “ By 
the action of the General Assembly in 
conferring upon the 
General Master 
Workman the autocratic powers of the 
Czar, the goal of Powderly’s ambition 
has been reached. It remains to be seen 
whether the people who hold member­ 
ship in the Knights of Labor will quietly 
submit to the action taken by their rep­ 
resentatives in handing over to the Czar 
of their own creation the rights and priv­ 
ileges of their own American manhood. 
It is no longer an organization of free­ 
men, but one that invites voluntary serv­ 
itude on the part of its members.” 


T H E F l t f IT-G ltO U'ERS. 


I’roceedtsig* o f Hie N latc C onven ­ 
tio n a t Chico. 
Chico, Cal., November 21.—The Fruit­ 
Growers’ Convention assembled at 9 
o’clock this morning, President Cooper 
in the chair. The attendance was much 
increased by the arrivals on the night 
trains, both from the North and South, 
and the hall was well filled. The morn­ 
ing session was wholly given to a discus­ 
sion on the culture of the olive. 
An addresB was delivered by C. Don- 
dero, Secretary of the Italian Chamber 
of Commerce, on the growth of the olive 
in Italy.

london Excited Over a Prostitute's 
Pranks—News at Home and 
Abroad. 


lAmociated Press Dispatches to the H era ld! 


L o n d o n , November 2 1 .—At the meet­ 
ing of the Parnell Commission to-day, 
Reid, counsel for Edward Harrington, 
■tated that Harrington did not choose to 
adopt the coarse he had advLed In rela­ 
tion to the article abusing the Commis- 
■ion which appeared in Harrington’s 
paper, thp Kerry Sentinel. Therefore he 
(Reid) was not in a position to say any 
thing. 
Justice Hannen asked Harrington if he 
had anything tosay. Harrington replied 
that he had no statement to make, except 
that he would accept the responsibility 
for what appeared in his paper. The 
Judges retired. 
Harrington conversed unconcernedly 
with his brother Timothy until their re­ 
turn. 
In ten minutes the judges reap­ 
peared. Judge Hannen said he regretted 
that Harrington had refused to adopt 
Reid’s advice. 
It would be wasting 
wordB to indicate how serious was the 
contempt of court of which his paper had 
been guilty. It was necessary that the 
authority of the court should be main­ 
tained. Therefore, such thiDgs must be 
stopped. 
He then fined Harrington 
£500. 
TAKING OF TESTIMONY RESUMED. 
The takiDg of testimony was then re­ 
sumed. George Carlin gave the details 
of the murder of his father. After the 
murder Curtin’s family was boycotted. 
Their servants were compelí to leave 
their service. Curtin testified that he 
was a member of the League when it was 
first organized. His father was Vice­ 
President of a branch of the League. 
Witness had no reason to believe that 
the League was implicated in the crimes 
against his family. Various brandies of 
the League had denounced the murder 
of his father. 
Norah Fitzmaurice deposed that in 
June, 1887, a letter signed by a man 
named 
Dowland, 
secretary 
of 
a 
branch of the League, was received 
by her father requesting him to attend a 
meeting. Her father did not go. After 
this the people’s demeanor toward her 
lather was changed. He obtained police 
protection. 
Miss Fitzmaurice gave in detail the 
facts in connection with the shooting of 
her father while on his way to Listowel 
Fair. Her father and uncle had disa­ 
greed respecting a farm on which her 
father resided. 
The people sided with 
her uncle. She new the League had been 
suppressed in county Kerry. 
Counsel for the Farnellites had read an 
article in* the Kerry Sentinel condemn­ 
ing the murder of Fitxmaurice, regretting 
that the League had been suppressed, 
and that the beneficial effects which 
arose from the organization were lost. 


A FAI.se ALARM. 


A Lewd Woman lle.A w akem the 
W hitechapel Excitement. 


L o n d o n , November 2 1 .— Great excite­ 
ment was occasioned this morning when 
it was reported that another woman had 
been murdered and mutilated in White­ 
chapel. The police immediately formed 
a cordon around the 
premises. 
An 
enormous crowd rushed to the vicinity 
in which the crime was said to have been 
committed. It was learned that another 
mnrder had been attempted on a low 
woman by a man who accompanied her to 
her lodgings, bat in this instance his 
work was frustrated. 
According to the 
woman’s story the man seized her and 
struck her once in the throat with a 
knife. She straggled desperately and 
succeeded in freeing herself from his 
grasp and screamed for help. Her cries 
alarmed the man and he fled without at­ 
tempting further violence. 
Some of the 
neighbors who 
heard 
the woman’s 
screams followed the mnrderer about 
300 yards, when he disappeared. 
The 
woman says she is fully able to recog­ 
nize the man, and gave a description of 
him to the police. 
NOT THE ORIGINAL FIEND. 
After investigation the police are of 
the opinion that the attempted murder 
in Whitechapel this morning was not 
the work of the man who committed the 
atrocious murders in that vicinity re­ 
cently. The excitement among the peo­ 
ple continues. 
_ 
ONLY A PROSTITUTE^ FAKE. "-’"FV ? 
Further investigation bv the police 
shows that the Whitechapel woman who 
reported this morning that she had been 
attacked by a man is a prostitute of the 
lowest order. She Buffered only a slight 
abrasion of the skin on the throat. The 
police place no credit in her story of the 
attack. Thev believe she inflicted the 
injury herself while drunk. 


DIPHTHERIA DID IT. 


An Autopay C lean Two Young 
Men of Uravt Charge*. 


S a n F r a n c is c o . November 2 1 .— John 
Goodwin, a railroad brakeman, and 
Frank McGlincey, a waiter, were arrested 
this morning and held to await the result 
of an autopsy on the body of a young man 
named Mitchell block, who died early 
this morning. Block, who kept a res­ 
taurant with his father, discharged Mc­ 
Glincey, who was employed as a waiter 
there recently. On the following night 
Block met McGlincey and Goodwin 
along the street. A quarrel arose, and 
Goodwin struck Block on the head. The 
latter suffered much from the blow, and 
it was believed his death this morning 
was caused by it. 
The Police Surgeon held an autopsy 
this afternoon on the body of Block, 
which showed that death was caused by 
diphtheria, and Goodwin and McGlincey 
were discharged. 


THE BRITISH COMMONS. 


The 
Irish 
L in d 
Purchase Bin 
Further Debated. 
London, November 21.—In the Com­ 
mons this afternoon Madden, Solicitor 
for Ireland, moved the second reading of 
the Irish Land Purchase bill. 
Labouchere moved that the bill be 
rejected. He complained of the undne 
haste in which the measure was being 
pressed, and said it was obvions that the 
desire on the part of the Government 
was to prevent the country from consider­ 
ing proposals on the question of land 
parchase. He doubted if Parliament 
had obtained at the last election any 
authority to legislate upon this question 
si immense importance, which required 
the special sanction of the country. 
Sir George Otto Trevalyan, Liberal, 
warned the House that if it assented to 


the bill, it wonld not be able to stop 
farther grants and would soon be called 
upon and compelled to advance more 
millions. Among the dangers of the 
Ashbourne act not the least was that it 
committed the British taxpayer to a sys­ 
tem of landlord purchases which gave 
no good security for the advances and 
which left the tenant in a position to 
repudiate if bad years rendered him un­ 
able to pay his installments. 
On motion of Parnell the debate was 
adjourned. 


W ith Axes to Grind. 
In diana polis , N ovember 21. —The Pres­ 
ident-elect had a large number of callers 
to-day, among them a hundred or more 
delegates attending the annual meeting 
of the Grand Lodge of the I. O. O. F.

East African Slave Trade. 
L o n d o n, November 21.—A dispatch 
from Zanzibar says the British consular 
authorities have issued a proclamation in 
regard to the slave trade in which they 
warn British subjects of the penalties for 
making illegal contracts. The slave own­ 
ers have united in a petition against the 
slave traffic, which they assert has been 
in practical abeyance many years. It Í9 
reported that the entire plan of the block­ 
ade has been changed in order to include 
the whole coast. 


Official Count In Connecticut. 
H a r t f o r d , November 21.—The official 
canvass of the vote of Connecticut gives 
Cleveland a plurality of 3 3 6 
For Gov­ 
ernor, Morris, Democrat, has a plurality 
of 415, but under the legal requirement 
that a majority of all the votes cast is 
necessary for election, 
no choice is 
made, and the Legislature being Repub­ 
lican will elect Bulkley, Republican. 
The Congressional delegation 
stands, 
Republicans 3 , Democrats 1. 


A Calf^a Novel Ride. 
T ucson, November 2 1 .— A Freight train 
of the Southern Pacific, this afternoon, 
running twenty mile6an hour down grade 
ran into a herd of cattle, striking a 
yearling calf, which jumped on the pilot 
of the locomotive. 
It lay quietly down 
and rode for nine miles.

A petition was received from the pro­ 
prietor of the Vienna Buffet, at the cor­ 
ner of Requena and Main streets, asking 
permission to have free musical enter­ 
tainm ents at his place. 
He promised 
th a t they should be of high character. 
Hon. J. Marion Brooks appeared for the 
petitioner, and after some discussion the 
m atter was referred to the Chief. 
A communication was received from 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
regarding the obstructing of 
Aurora 
street. The Company expressed a wish 
to conform to the requirements of the 
city. 
The Chief stated that the Compa­ 
ny had a man stationed at the crossing 
to facilitate travel. 
The usual medley of saloon licenses

H um ane Officer W right presented a 
communication to the Board asking that 
the action of the Board at the last m eet­ 
ing, removing him from the force, be re­ 
scinded.
